ARTICLE 3 Special Town Meeting: APPROPRIATION/PEIRCE SCHOOL: 

Cole summarized bids on Peirce using handout. The low bid was SlO.IOSm, 14*14 above 
estimate and the reimbursable cost. Five of the eight bids were within 5% which he interpreted 
to mean the plans were unambiguous. He explained that the increase due to the current 
compete tive building environment. Donovan provided a copy of a letter to the SB A requesting 
a waiver to allow the larger cost to be reimbursed. She also provided a chart showing a 74% 
increase in the number of elementary classrooms before and after the renovations. She 
defended this as providing 7 special purpose rooms and all-day kindei^arten room in all 
schools, the “Brackett Standard.” She stated that the additional regular classroom space was 
justified by enrollment projections. Tosti provided a revised cost projection for the entire 
phase 2 rennovation showing the total price increasing 29% from $34.5m to $44.5m. Assuming 
the State still provides 63‘*/o reimbursement (which is no longer certain), the total annual cost 
increase to the Town will be $300k for 20yrs. There was extensive discussion and questioning. 

VOTED to recommend borrowing SlO.IOSm to fund the Peirce School and to request the 
School Committee to revisit the phase 2 rennovation plan with the goal of a recommendation by 
9/15 on howto accommodate the present financial situation and furthermore, any costs over 
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the $34.5m promised to the voters that are either not excludable or not reimbursable either be 
covered by the school budget or by an additional override. Unanimous (in final form). The 
Chair plans to review the entire situation for Town Meeting.
